‘Eyewitnesses discuss 
cause of Reese fire 


Caiise of Wednesday’s blaze at 
Reese Drug Store in Bellemore 
Village Shopping Center is under in- 
vestigation, but there is a question if 
the true answer will ever be known. 

Barly witnesses give conflicting 
reports of where the fire started, but 
it is clear the fire began along the 
north wall, ‘in or near the crafts 
department. 

One witness to the possible cause 
of the fire is Jennifer Miller, 7-year- 
old daughter of Arthur and Shirley 
Miller of Granite City. 

Mrs. Miller said Jennifer and an 
older daughter were browsing at the 
drug store when the fire broke out. 
Jennifer, Mrs. Miller relates, was in 
the toy department when she smell- 
ed smoke. Jennifer told her mother 
that she turned around and saw a 
male Pani lighting cigarettes and 
throwing them into the yarn. 

by THEN went to a store 
clerk and told her what she had seen. 
By time,| she told her mother, 
flames in the area where she had 
seen the boy were reaching the ceil- 
ing, and an announcement on the 
store's speakers advised everyone to 
leave the store through the rear 
door. The boy, Jennifer said, ran out 


of the store through the front door. 

Mrs. Miller said her daughter 
described the youth as being 15 or 16 
years old with, light brown hair, 
wearing blue.“jeans, a greenish- 
brown shirt and a green vest. 

DON BLAIR of Granite City said 
this morning that he was among the 
first to see the fire and he tried to put 
it out with a snow shovel, ‘‘This little 
old man came over to the clerk and 
said, ‘You got a fire over here.’ I 
moseyed over and there were two or 
three things of yarn burning. I grab- 
bed a snow shovel and tried to pull 
them out, but it got into that dried 
crafts stuff and things just went up 
real quick, so I got out. Within 10 
minutes, the whole store was gone.”’ 

John P, Bosich, 2110 Cottage Ave., 
had a different story. “I was in the 
back of Reese’s at the time and a 
woman cashier in front hollered, 
‘Fire!’ I went to the front to look and 
yelled for a fire extinguisher. The 
employees had to go to the back 
room to get one for me. It squirted 
once or twice and was empty. The 
employees went to the back to get 
another and it was empty. If they

Starting at Reese’s Drug Store—at 
the southern end of the largest of the 
center’s two structures—wind-borne 
flames. swept northward rapidly, 
despite firefighters’ diligent and 
often heroic efforts, witnesses said. 

THE TASK of quelling the fire re- 
quired nearly three hours. 

Under cloudy skies and with the 
temperature only slightly above 
freezing, the blaze caused several 
injuries and devastated the 30-year- 
old shopping center, which was the 
site of a 1960 election campaign talk 
by soon-to-be President John F. Ken- 
nedy. 

No specific damage estimates 
have been made as yet by-insurers 
and the owner of the center, Wolff 
Construction Co. of St. Louis. 


DENSE SMOKE developed :quick- 
ly and could not be avoided due to 
strong wind gusts that swirled it 
around firemen, police and spec- 
tators. Ice in some areas made walk- 
ing difficult and the cold chilled 
everyone despite the ferocity of the 
flames. 

The worst fire damage was noted 
in the big Reése store at 3216 
Nameoki Road, the adjacent Dollar 
General Store at 3220, Norwest 
Financial Co. at 3224 and suites of 
medical offices at 3226. 

Also suffering heavy losses yester- 
day were Langenstein Insurance 
Agency. at 3230 Nameoki Road, 
Bellemore Barber Shop at 3232, 
Bellemore Beauty Shop at 3234, a 
U.S. Postal Service office at 3242, 
Hudson Jewelers Ltd. at 3244, the 
large Glik’s Department Store at 
3248 and Shop & ve, a major 
grocery store at 3250. 

SMOKE AND FUMES along with 
water were major factors in the 
damage to goods and records.

Madison County farmers are 
among those in 34 counties who are 
eligible to apply for low-interest 
loans as a result of a Dec. 21 disaster 
declaration by the U!S. Department 
of Agriculture. 

Although this county was not one 
of 16—including Bond Coun- 
ty—directly hit by crop loss due to 
drought in 1984, it is one of 18 af- 
fected by a new federal law. The law 
allows loan requests by farmers in 
counties adjacent to those declared 
disaster areas, 

Loans can be sought through the 
Farmers Home Administration up to 
the amount of loss. A farmer must 
prove a 30 percent production loss 
based on the best four of the past five 
crop years. 

If farmers are unable to obtain 
credit from normal lending sources, 
they may get FmHA loans at 5 per- 
cent up to $100,000 and 8 percent on 
balances over $100,000. The max- 
imum allowable loan is $500,000.

Under a new state law and Granite City or- 
dinance, the fines go up on that date, making han- 
¢ gicepped parking spots very expensive places to

+ We have good friends who are confined to wheel- 
) chairs and they have told us of some of the problems 
~ associated with shopping from a wheelchair. 
” Many people-do not stop to think that a wheel- 
 chair-bound person who drives a car must get the 
wheelchair out of the back seat and set up in order 
to move. That requires that the driver's door be ful- 


ly opened. That driver cannot just pull into a normal 
parking spot with cars on either side and get the 
wheelchair set up. That is why handicapped parking 
spaces have to be wider than normal parking 
spaces. Without that extra space, the handicapped 
person is literally trapped in his car. 

Also, for many handicapped people, moving is 
painful. Those on crutches or with walkers or leg 
braces find each step brings pain. For them, it is im- 
portant to find a handicapped parking space close'to 
the store’s entrance. For those in wheelchairs, the 
potholes and ruts in many shopping area parking 
lots can be extremely difficult to negotiate. 

In the past, when we saw an able person park in a 
handicapped zone, we knew there would be little 
justice. Now these people can be taught a very ex- 
pensive lesson. A simple call to the police can bring 
justice. 

Handicapped persons need and deserve handi- 
capped parking spaces, Let’s all see that they are 
kept open for those who really need them.

The case-control study concluded 
that there were no distinctly positive 
results, not even for benzene, and 
the reasons for the excess leukemia 
among the Wood River refinery 
workers remains unexplained,” 
Joyner said. : 

“We have conducted two very 
comprehensive - epidemiological 
studies using nationally known, 
authorities as consultants,”’ Joyner 
said. ‘‘Based on what is known about 
present levels of benzene exposure 
and leukemia, we feel there is no 
current risk from benzene at Wood 
River.- We are reviewing whether 
other types of studies could be done 
to explain the excess leukemias: We 
are continuing to update our in- 
dustrial hygiene. and medical 
surveillance programs and to collect 
and evaluate incidence and mortali- 
ty data on Wood River employees 
and retirees.” 

At the same time, Shell at Wood 
River will continue its ongoing pro- 
gram to promote safety through 
employee awareness, improved 
safety and handling procedures, 
engineering controls and use of per- 
sonal protective equipment. 

Shell is continuing to keep its 
employees informed andi is pro- 
viding detailed information to the 
National Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health, the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration 
and the, Environmenai Protection 
Agency, the spokesman said.

MRS, MILLER, 2232 E. 24th St.,a 
private duty nurse, first went to 
check on a lady for whom she is car- 
ing and then called Karen Perrigo at 
Carlene’s Beauty Salon, 23rd and 
State streets. 

Mrs. Perrigo told her to come into 
the shop and she would gladly finish 
styling her hair. 

Mrs. Miller believed she heard an 
explosion after getting oyf of the 
Bellemore salon and could see 
flames shooting. out of the Reese 
store and ‘a lot of thick black 
smoke,’’ she said. 

AS FIREMEN scurried around 
Reese’s and bystariders shivered ii 
the cold, Janet Partni ii 
Strawberry Hill Creamer: 
ting on how close she came to being 
in the drug store when the fire broke 
out, . 
“I catme in to get some ice 
cream,"’ she related. ‘In fact, I 
hadn’t been in here 15 minutes. I saw 
people looking (toward Reese's), 
and I thought that someone must 
have had a heart attack.” 

Mrs. Partney said she was leaving 
the creamery to go to Reese's to buy 
some cough drops ‘when she saw the 
fire. “I saw flames and glass flying, 
and I started screaming and my 
daughter started screaming.” 

BUT ACTIVITY in the parking lot, 
she noted, was practically non- 
existent. ‘There were a few people 
standing around looking. I didn’t see 
anyone leave the store. don’t know 
if they came out the back. The whole 
front (of the store) was on fire. 

“I'm so grateful I came here (to

“Tm keeping my fingers “cross- 
ed,"’ he told reporters as the) fire 
neared the firewall that separated 
his store from stores already in 
flames. Glik’s store already had suf- 
fered extensive smoke damage.

The store’s inventory, he noted; was 
worth about a $500,000. 

His son, Bob Glik, said it was for- 
tunate that’ the new line of spring 
clothing for all 15 Glik’s stores had 
not arrived here. The Bellemore 
store is the central receiving! loca- 
tion for all of the stores. 

HAD THE SPRING line been in, 
the loss could have’ been ‘several 
million dollars, he said. 

“We lucked out. ‘No ifs, or buts 
about it. The fire wall (between the 
arcade and Hudson’s Ltd.) saved us. 
They (the firefighters) didn’t know 
if they could stop it, but they kept 
fighting and stopped it at our store: 
They) did a tremendous job,’ Bob - 
Glik said this morning. 

He said the store will reopen as 
soon as possible. ‘“‘We'have a‘light 
layer of soot over everything. 1 
guess we’ll have a heck of a smoke 
sale."” 

HARRY DORTCH, manager of 
the Bellemore Reese store, told the 
Press-Record that he was out. of 
town when the fire started and that 
firefighters wouldn’t let him close 
enough to the building to determine 
the circumstances of the fire. 

He said one of the 12 or 13 
employees in the store was burned in 
the fire, He made no estimate of the 
loss suffered in the fire. 

Dortch also didn’t know the cause 
of the fire. 

THE MANAGER of Shop 'N Save 
said his store will be closed in- 
definitely, but will reopen when it is

Governor James R. Thornpson has 
‘announced that 16 Illinois counties 
have been declared federal disaster 
_areas by the United States. Depart- 
i ment.of Agriculture. 

Farmers in those counties are 

among many in Illinois which sus- 
tained losses due to drought during 

the 1984 crop year. Adjacent coun- 


ties, including Madison and St, Clair’

To 
be eligible, a farmer must prove a 30 
percent production loss based on the 
best four of the past five crop years. 

Eligible farmers may apply for 
low-interest loans up to the amount 
of the loss. A farmer who is unale to 
obtain credit through normal len- 
ding sources can obtain a loan at 5 
percent interest up to $100,000 and 8 
percent interest for amounts ex- 
ceeding $100,000, up to the allowable 
maximum of $500,000. 

Eligible farmers who are able to 
obtain ‘credit through normal len- 
ding institutions, but chose to use 
FmHA, may receive a disaster loan 
in the amount of their proven loss up 
to $500,000 at an interest rate of 13% 
percent,

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New rules on kerosene use 


Emergency rules have been in- 
stituted to allow an increase in the 
storage of kerosene and to assure 
safety in the storage, sale and 
dispensing of the fuel 

“The modifications,’’ Harold 
Schmeilski, State Fire Marshal, 
said, “are amendments to existing 
rules. They will be in effect for 150 
days from Dec. 7, at which time we 
propose to have permanent adop- 
tion. 

THE MAIN changes concern the 
amount of volatile fuels that may be 
kept on hand, storage capacity, 
color-coding of containers, spring- 
loaded nozzles and spigots and cor- 
rect fuel usage 

Other changes concern more 
detailed safety precautions in handl- 
ing, storage and dispensing of 
kerosene; such as, assurance that 
containers and pump meet testing- 
agency standards,’ size of nozzles 
and tank opening, thickness of tank 
metal, distance stored from other 
buildings and materials and a pro- 
hibition against anyone but a service 
station owner or employee dispens- 
ing fuel. 

Specifically, the amount of fuel 
that may be kept.on hand for per- 
sonal or private use has been in- 
creased to two, six-gallon containers 
from the former five-gallon limita- 
tion. However, there are prohibi- 
tions on where these containers may 
be stored including any cellars, 
basement or pits. ¥ 


Flammable and combustible 
materials stored in above-ground 
containers are increased to 60 to 
2,500 gallons on farms, from the 
former 60 to 550 gallons. Specifica+ 
tions apply to distances from other 
buildings and as to the construction 
of the containers. 

ALL KEROSENE must be stored 
and carried in blue containers with 
the word “Kerosene” in contrasting 

2 inches or:3 inches high 
ng on the container used. 

All dispensing nozzles or spigots 
must be spring loaded so as to return 
to the off position when pressure is 


stopped, and pressure is constantly. 
required to cause the release of the 
kerosene. oe 

A spokesman for the Granite City 
Fire Department said regulations on 
proper containers for gasoline and 
kerosene are very importnt because 
some persons have used the wrong 
containers .and fires have resulted 
from gasoline being poured into 
kerosene heaters.

The mayor's current salary is 
$28,000. In addition to that, he is 
given a car allowance and an ex- 
pense account which amounts to $250 
a month.
